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Londen, July 15. 


HE Czar of Mufcovy having pro- 
mis'd the King of Poland to affift 
him with a certain number of 
Troopsto continue the War againft 
the King of Sweden aud the Con- 

federates of Warfaw; fent a Letter not long 
fince to the Cardinal Primate and the reft of 
the Confederates with him, in which after 
admonifhing them to return to their Duty to 
their King, he told them he was determin’d 
to affift him againft all his Enemies, purfuant 
to the Treaties of Alliance between Mufcovy 
and Poland. This Letter his Czarifh Majefty 
caus'd to be communicated to feveral Courts 
of Europe ; “by which means the fame 
came-to fe printed more than once at the 
Hague in Latin and French. And the fol- 
lowing Articles of the Treaties between Muf- 
covy and Poland, fewing what Foun- 
dation the Czar juftifies his. Defign to aflift 
his Polifh Majefty, were added to the faid 
Letter in one Edition of it (not without the 
Diredtion (‘tis probable) of the Czar’s Minitter 
at the Hague.) That Letter hasbeen already 

ublifh'd in Englifh, but the faid Articles not 
ie been hitherto englifh’d, we take this 
Occafion (while the Forreign Mails are de- 
tain'd by contrary Winds) to give a Tranfla- 
tion of them. ' 


Articles of the Treaty of Peace made between 
the Mufcovites and Poles in the Year 1686. 


Arti¢le 1. LL manner of Hoftilities fhall 
ceafe on both fides for ever. 
A perpetual Peace, a brotherly Love, anda 
firm. Friendfhip fhall be eftablifh’d between 
the moft ferene Czars of Mufcovy and their 
Succeffors, andthe moft ferene Kings of Po- 
land and the Grand Duke of Lithuania and 
their Succefiors. 
Art. 5. The Subjects of Smolensko, Kiovia, 
Czernikow, and others in the Towns and 
Places yielded tocheir Czarifh Majefties, that 
thall rebel, fhall receive no Proteétion from his 
Polith Majefty or his Succeffors : and their 
Czarifh Majeities on their Part fhall_ neither 
favour nor receive the Subjects of the King of 
Poland: But each fhall promote the Intereft of 
the other, and mutually aid each other, 
like Brothers. : F 
Art. 23.. Firft bis Polifh Majetty, and his 
Succeffors, or the Kings that fhall be chofen 
after him, and the Great Dukes of Lithuania, 


and the whole Republick of the Kingdom of 
Poland and the great Dutchy. of Lithuania, 
as well the Eccletiaftical as Secular Perfons of 
both Nations, promife not to favour by them- 
felves or by other Perfons the open and fecret 
Enemies of their Czarifh Majetties; to hold 
no Correfpondence with them, nor to fuffer 
them to commit any Hoftiliry. Their Czarith 
promife reciprocally,for themfelves, 
and for their Succeffors and the great Dukes 
of Ruffia, never to receive the open or fecret 
Enemies who would do the leaft Injury to 
his Sacred Polifh Majefty, or to the Crown 
of Poland, or to the great Dutchy of Li- 
thuania, to hold no Correfpondence with 
them, nor to aflift them either with Mone 
or Troops; and their Czarifh Majetties will 
never fuffer fuch fort of People to dwell in 
the Provinces or Towns within their Domi- 
nions, much lefS enable them to undertake 
any Hoftility. On the contrary their Ma- 
jetties on both fides, will during this per 
Peace, do each other, (like Brothers) all man- 
ner of Kindnefs and Friendfhip, and do all 
that tends to each others Intereft,will be care- 
ful that no Enmity nor other Occafion vio- 
late the Peace, much lefs break out into War 
in which human Blood would be fhed and 
the Territories of each other laid wafte, but 
will do all that is poflible to avoid and pre- 
vent all thefe things, taking all the Care that 
Chriftian Princes ought that the Peace may 
be kept invlolably, and that.no new War and 
eT may arife for any Caufe what- 
oever. 


The Treaty of Alliance between tke moft ferene 
end moft a Emperor of Mufcovy and the 
King of Poland, made in the Year 1699. 

Art. 1. We promife to keep with his Czarifh 
Majefty fincere and brotherly Confidence and 
a good Neighbourhoed, and as long as it fhall 
pleafe God to preferve ns in our Dominions 
not to fuffer this conftant and Faithful Friend- 
fhip between us to bc in any manner violated ; 
but on the contrary to affift him againft his E- 
nemies ; and to promote his Advantage and 
Intereft, as our own, and in all things to do 
him fuch kindnefies as true Friends and Con- 
federates ought reciprocally to do to each 
other.

Yefterday in 
the Afternoon came into the Downs her Ma- 
jefties Ship the Windfor, with about 30 Coatt- 
ers under her Convoy, but fail'd all through 
directly for the River.
